Undoubtedly you want others to admire 
your flowers, since appreciation of the 
general quality of your glads by your 
friends is gratifying. Our greatest effort 
is expended to eliminate your spending 
time on inferior sorts. To accomplish this 
we do not restrict our data to our own 
offerings and the more you read in this 
Guidebook the more you will be convinced 
that here is a little “instruction course” 
on Gladiolus with an irreducible mini- 
mum of bias. 


For further valuable current literature 
on gladiolus, the one outstanding bargain 
is obtainable only through the Ohio State 
Gladiolus Society, the only society offer- 
ing a four-way combination membership 
including The Canadian Gladiolus Society, 
the New England Gladiolus Society and 
the North American Gladiolus Council, 
all for $5.25 ...a $7.50 value. Past ex- 
perience relating to early exhaustion of 
the Year Book dictates the warning that 
acceptance of this offer should be made 
before the end of February. For more 
complete information see our “Society 
Page” page 35 hereof.

Our business is growing by leaps and 
bounds. Our ability to answer correspon- 
dence on relatively unessential subjects 
has almost reached the vanishing point. 
We pack our booklet with many pages 
of answers to many questions we get 
nevertheless. Every question vital to the 
selection and growing of good glads we 
think we have already answered some- 
where in this booklet. 


However, we will not allow the business 
to reach the stage, all too common, where 
the proprietor no longer is able to per- 
sonally inspect the outgoing stocks for 
complete freedom from injurious insects 
and bulb diseases. Our past customers 
know what quality of bulbs they will get. 
Our reputation for sound bulbs is more 
than national. Our reputation for offer- 
ing only the very best varieties to be 
found around the world is equally broad. 
We plan to keep it that way. 


Horticultural costs have gone up and 
will go higher. Paper and printing and 
eartons, too. Likewise postage and ex- 
press costs. 


A grower-cataloger of bulbs has cer- 
tain inescapable costs: planting stock, use 
of land, its preparation, planting, culti- 
vating, digging, hauling, curing, clean- 
ing, grading, storage quarters, fumigat- 
ing or other processes to combat insects 
and bulb diseases, advertising of one 
form or another, catalogs, postage, pack- 
ing and shipping. There may be additional 
items of overhead such as clerical, irri- 
gation, spraying, ete. 


We do not issue a fall list and we do 
not solicit “pre-catalog” orders. Most of 
them require later revision because of 
abandoned varieties and price reductions. 
We do recommend that you place your 
order soon after receipt of this Guidebook 
to avoid, in so far as it is possible, the 
disappointment of sold out items. 


Variety descriptions are vital to a cata- 
loger’s reputation. Yet the average cata- 
loger, for the most part, copies the origi- 
nator’s description and trusts to luck. 
We think we try out but “junk”? without 
listing more varieties than any cataloger 
in America. Most catalogers use their 
selling facilities to get rid of their “bad 
investments.” The more varieties a cata- 
loger lists, the easier it is to “‘cash out” 
a variety that has proved a disappoint- 
ment to him. A variety has around thirty 
different characteristics to consider, re- 
lating’ to. form, color,~ size, height; 
strength, substance, season, bulb health, 
propagation, etc. No cataloger can spare 
the time and space to describe them all, 
but we can and do report a glad’s most 
interesting features and you may defi- 
nitely assume, in the absence of specific 
mention of some undesirable traits, to the 
best of our knowledge and belief, the 
traits or habits not specifically mentioned 
are above the “satisfactory” level. 


A large part of the information sup- 
plied annually in our Guide Book is pri-. 
marily directed to other commercial 
growers and catalogers, who constitute 
about 70% of our total customers who 
obtain grower units of the newest varie- 
ties in sizes, amounts and price outlay 
of their own choosing. From such we 
meet no arguments about wholesale rates 
because they understand that either the 
new item has no lower wholesale rate 
or know we satisfactorily plus value the 
item to extent our stocks permit. 


Over the years we have built up an 
enviable reputation for generous filling 
of orders by medium of overcount, over- 
size, samples of new sorts to try, free 
bulbs for society memberships, free mem- 
berships and color charts, etc. ° 


We appreciate receiving a portion of 


your bulb purchases. We do not neces- 
sarily solicit it all.

Choose your own extras. Time is at 
great premium at shipping period. Here- 
tofore, we have assembled old orders 
to new and examined them with view of 
ascertaining desirable extra items with- 
out duplication where the customer 
failed to mention such on the order sheet. 
Most orders now have 3 to 10 more 
clipped together. The very bulk of them 
is appalling and the task of studying 
them has become too great. So please 
read our new Terms of Sale carefully. 
With our stated liberal discounts in 
extra bulbs, new customers will know 
the least they can expect. Old customers 
need not think this is a device to put a 
ceiling on our customary liberality. 

More and more of our successful show 
exhibitor customers are suggesting that 
their large bulb items be filled to extent 
able with divisions having sufficient food 
bulk to produce show blooms. The reason 
being that they seldom produce 2 spikes 
and they save the exhibitor the trouble 
of disbudding round jumbos down to 
one eye. 

See our WHITE ELEPHANT SALE 
on page 33. This may be a potential 
headache but we must close out many 
varieties to obtain time and space for 
new material operations. 

Our current year introductions and 
import releases, all outstanding new 
varieties, unquestionably set a new 
record for low introductory prices—just 
think of it—nine varieties ranging from 
50c to $1.50 per bulb. Prices on the other 
two are beyond our control but we con- 
sider them worthy, at their higher prices. 

We have such a vast proportion of 
informative material in this Guide Book 
that it is necessary we become more 
brief in the variety descriptions, though 
descriptions are what produce orders 
and without orders the Guide Book 
would naturally cease. So kindly be 
mindful of our early declaration that 
traits or habits not specifically men- 
tioned are above the “satisfactory level’. 

Our proximity to the large planting 
of new gladiolus material from world 
wide sources at Valleevue has been of 
vast assistance to us in our constant 


-search for the best varieties in which 


to invest, propagate and offer to our 
customers. Catalogers visiting the Trial 
Gardens at Valleevue can obtain more 
valuable information on new varieties 
than by visiting 12 shows. For several 
years we have refrained from copyright 
of our Guide Book in order that pub- 
lishers, catalogers and others may avail 
themselves, both our own data and the 
official report of the Valleevue Test 
Garden, which we have been publishing 
for the general benefit of the gladiolus 
industry. 
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THE GLADIOLUS FANCIER’S 


We have close-up Kodachromes of 200 
or more recent introductions of very high 
color fidelity, we believe the finest size- 
able collection of recents extant. These 
may be borrowed free of any charges for 
winter gladiolus society meetings. 


We ask our regular customers to read 
our variety descriptions from year to 
year. They are not static “originator’s 
descriptions.” We keep them up-to-the- 
minute in light of additional growing 
experience and other facts collected from 
world-wide sources. 


As orders come in we keep a running 
inventory of sales vs. stocks, in order to 
be aware when a size or a variety is 
sold out. About May 1st we abandon this 
safeguard because of press of shipping 
work and preparation for our own plant- 
ings. On these late orders it is often 
difficult to know offhand if an item 
will hold out to the order number until 
reached. 


It takes substantial money, time, 
travel, field and show study and wide 
knowledge of current offerings and 
ability to correctly assess their char- 
acteristics of growth and color harmony 
to separate the “sheep” from the “goats”. 
The satisfaction we get in thus assisting 
the industry and our customers in the 
wise spending of their money for new 
material transcends our modest monetary 
gain and keeps us issuing new Guide 
Books.

N. W. OHIO (Toledo) Evans had point 
achievement in the R. I. division and had 
firsts with Fairy Queen, Blue Domino 
(2), Grace Moore, Velvet Dream, Keith, 
Blue Ice, Requiem, La Favorite, Bruno 
Walter, Aljechin, John Raffles, Hawaii, 
Twinkles and Frohsinn, also 4 section 
champs, one a giant lavender seedling 
by Dr. C. M. Evans of Calif., and the 
American Home Medal with “Polar Cub” 
a 200 ruffled white seedling with 9 open, 
18 buds, double row arrangement. Man- 
ley won with Devotion, Benjamin Britten, 
Circe (2), Luxury, Redowa (2), Evange- 
line, Eiffel Tower, Reg. Leahy, Helen 
of Troy, Polynesie (2), Patrol, Atlantic, 
Lady Marian, Flo. Nightingale, Lady 
Jane, Sun Spot**, War Paint, Conn. 
Yankee, Spic & Span and Stormy 
Weather. Coble had best R. I. and re- 
serve champion with Strathnaver. 


CENT. INTERNAT. (Madison, Wis.) 
565 miles of driving including an after- 
noon through Ind. on one of the hottest 
days of the summer “cooked” a car load 
of fine bloom for Evans. With some 
florets removed he managed a few firsts 
with Trocadero, Dinos, Hawaii, Circe, 
Charleston and a section champ with 
Peter Pan. 


PA. STATE (Grove City) Evans domi- 
nated the R. I. division having firsts 
there with Devotion, Lava, Ataturk, 
Kittyhawk, Perpetuum, Helen Eaken, 
Polynesie, Fire Gleam, Jo Wagenaar, 
Jan Steen, St. Emillion, Ravel, Hawaai, 
Mont Blanc*, Dutch Master, Reg. 
Leahy*, Circe, Anthony Fokker, Sky- 
master, Redowa, Magnificat, Tunia’s 
Masterpiece, Memorial Day and Tunia’s 
Wizard. Evans’ seedling H7528 (Polar 
Cub) collected two special premium 
blues, a Pa. rosette and a N. E. G. S. 
rosette for the top rated seedling, scor- 
ing 82.5. Platell’s Boise Belle was 
grand champion. 


TRI STATE (Wellsville, O.) “Evans had 
most points in the R. I. division and 
collected firsts on Lava (2), Fay (Both), 
Ataturk, Rumba, Kittyhawk, Circe, 
Dutch Master, Reg. Leahy, Tunia’s De- 
light, Maureen Gardner, Veerberg,

OHIO STATE (Cleveland) “The R. I. 
division brought out 211 different varie- 
ties. H. O. Evans received the Achieve- 
ment Trophy for most points in the 
division with Tom Manley a close runner- 
up. Thirty 3-spike seedling entries were 
scored for possible Awards of Merit and 
American Home Medal. Evans seedling, 
now named Luxury, scored 91, the 
highest Award of Merit rating given by 
the Ohio society in many years, also 
winning the N. E. G. S. Silver Medal 
for top score seedling but it was ineli- 
gible to receive the American Home 
Medal, having won it the year before. 
Evans’ display was composed of bas- 
kets, vases and spike arrangements along 
the entire east side of the auditorium. 
All varieties were properly named and 
the entire setting artistically arranged. 
All varieties were recent introductions. 
With the Higbee Company again sup- 
plying hand painted scenery, settings, 
accessories and giant containers, Evans 
also filled the stage of the auditorium 
with massive arrangements. The Super- 
visor of Judges estimated that Mr. Evans 
furnished 3000 spikes for show use and 
his displays. 


“The Valleevue Test Garden display 
contained about 50 varieties most of 
which are not yet introduced in America. 


“A 3-spike entry of Boldface by Mr. 
Knierim scored 84 and received O.S.G.S. 
Award of Merit, also a 3-spike entry of 
Golden Flute by Joe Hartman scored 86 
for a similar award. Most points in 
commercial competitive arrangement di- 
vision went to Evans, as did most points 
in show available to a commercial 
grower. For this he _ received’ the 
N. A. G. C. Medal.” 


OHIO (Valleevue) “Most points in R. I. 
division to Evans with Tom Manley and 
Wells Knierim not far behind. Evans 
had 8 new whites entered in the 500 
class but Knierim’s Strathnaver, 10 open, 
25 buds in prime condition to the end 
of the show was best, going on to grand 
champion. In the Seedling Division 
Evans’ 3-53 (Luxury) became section, 
division and champion seedling of the 
show. Manley’s entry Palette (Kooy) 
437, a scarlet with blue in the throat, 
was Color Champion. 


OHIO (Chagrin Falls) “Tom Manley had 
most points ‘in the R. I. division. His 
3-spike entry of Evans’ giant orange 
pink seedling (Luxury), cut from the 
Test Garden, was champion 3-spike 
seedling and best 38-spike entry in the 
show, beating Evans’ 3-spike open di- 
vision champ Evangeline. In the 1-spike 


divisions Secrest’s seedling 312 (Golden 
Boy) was. seedling champion and 
warded off the competition of the best 
named varieties and went on to grand 
champion. Dr. Pease’s Evangeline had 
11 open and Joe Hartman’s Golden Flute 
was 7% inch diameter. 


OHIO (East Liverpool) H. O. Evans of 
Solon, Ohio had most points in the 
gladiolus show with 358, acquiring six 
trophies, a N. A. G. C. medal and other 


awards, winning with Reg. Leahy, 
Kawatiri, Boldface, Regal Red, Sky- 
master, General Eisenhower, Mid- 
America, Menelik, Evangeline, Eiffel 


Tower, Tunia’s Aristocrat, Tunia’s Elite, 
Orange Gold, Polynesie, Spitfire, Joh. 
von Konynenburg, Ravel and Pastel. 
Also his 3-53 seedling (Luxury) was 500 
series champ as were two others in the 
400 and 2-100 series. He had largest 
floret (Mrs. White), smallest (Coral 
Bells) and most novel (Frohsinn). His 
best R. I. (Strathnaver) went on to be- 
come grand champion and his spike of 
Catherine Beath (Coutts), a very deep 
yellow, was Color Champion. 


NOTE that our rather substantial num- 
ber of winning spikes were all field 
grown, without irrigation or any pam- 
pering whatever other than the fertili- 
zation and cultivation everything gets 
for bulb production. And we confine our 
entries largely to competition in the 
Recent Introductions division, where we 
encounter well grown. spikes from 
Valleevue. 


SIZE OF BULB TO BUY 


If economy be the aim, do not rely on 
small bulbs to give wholly satisfactory 
blooms. The small bulbs will all bloom 
but medium bulbs amost always give far 
better than “medium” sized spikes of the 
given variety. Our descriptions usually 
indicate whether or not the variety is an 
exceptionally fine producer of blooms 
from the smaller sizes. 


Commercially, bulbs are graded into 
6 sizes. Size 6 is under % inch diameter 
and other sizes range up to every % inch, 
the number 1 bulb being 1% inch up. 
Catalogs commonly offer bulbs as L 
latge)s (sizes 1 and 2) (1%. inch up); 
M (med ee (sizes 38 and 4) (% to 1% 
inch); S (small) (sizes 5 and 6) (%4 to 
34 inch) and Blts. (bulblets, the little 
hard shelled cormels which cling at the 
roots of the bulb). 


The size (bulk) of bulb you purchase 
determines the amount of food with 
which you are starting to produce a 
given spike. 
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COLOR AND SIZE CLASSIFICATION 


The color separations as used by the 
New England Gladiolus Society, coupled 
with reference to the “Fischer” Color 
Chart and the size and color classification 
of a 1944 national gladiolus conference 
adopted by the North American Gladiolus 
Council in 1946 and now used by most 
of the 40 or more gladiolus societies in 
the U. S. merit your attention. We brief 
them here because it will enable you to 
understand our show and symposium 
tabulations and enable you to make 
judicious use of our method of catalog- 
ing varieties in their own color groups 
where the variety descriptions and prices 
may be readily compared. Our catalogs 
for a full twenty-three years have 
offered their varieties by color groups. 
This brief will also give you a rather 
complete understanding of any gladiolus 
show you may visit in the U. S. 

Over the years we have participated in 
the development of these systems and 
with standards for scoring, five years 
while executive chairman of the Ameri- 
can Gladiolus Society, five more as execu- 
tive chairman of the Ohio State Gladio- 
lus Society and this is our eighth year 
on the National Classification Commit- 
tee and two years for the Valleevue Test 
Garden.

Giant 500 series 5% inches and up 
Large 400 series 4% to5% 
Medium 300 series above 3% to4% 
Small 200 series 2% through 3% 


Miniature 100 series under 2% 

Thus the first digit of the 3 digit 
number indicates the size range of the 

floret of the gladiolus in question. 


COLOR SEPARATIONS 


These are the 2nd and 38rd digits of 
the 8 digit numbers. The first of these 
represents the color group. The second 
denotes the depth of color within the 
group. If the color is without conspicuous 
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marking this last number will be even. 
If the color has conspicuous marking the 
next higher odd number will be used. The 
color variations refer to the revised 
Fischer Color Chart which is further 
mentioned on our “Society” pages at the 
end of our catalog.

1950 REPORT VALLEEVUE TEST GARDEN 


The 1950 Report, as published by the Garden Center of Greater Cleveland, is 
composed of four parts, with data relating to Amaryllis, Gladiolus, Hemerocallis 
and Tulip trials. The Gladiolus trials report follows in this Guide Book. Should 
any of our readers be interested in any of the other trials please address Mr. 
Thomas R. Manley requesting the complete 1950 Report. 


Any hybridizer may enter varieties in the test garden. 


Requirements are: 


6 large, 6 medium corms and 25 cormels for U.S.D.A. tests to be sent to Thomas 
R. Manley, Garden Center of Greater Cleveland, East Boulevard at Euclid, Cleveland 


6, Ohio. 


Shipments should be made from March 15 to April 15 in order that the 
proper care and planning be maintained. 
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GLADIOLUS TRIALS 


The Valleevue Trial Gardens tested 485 varieties of gladiolus during the 
past season, well over twice as many as in 1949. 


About 100 standard and best previously tested varieties were grown alongside 
for comparison purposes, including Boldface, Circe, Conn. Yankee, Cotillion, Evan- 
geline, Firebrand, Florence Nightingale, Leading Lady, Mid-America, Mighty 
Monarch, Patrol, Polynesie, Prof. Goudriaan, Ravel, Red Charm, Salman’s Glory, 
Strathnaver, Sun Spot, Tivoli, White Goddess, World Beater, Etc. 


The pages for recording data on each variety provide 109 blanks, most of 
which ultimately get answered. 28 deal with name, source, stock, soil, fertilizer, 
etc., 57 deal with foliage, flower head, stem, floret, etc., 15 deal with color, 3 with 
propagation, 3 with disease resistance tests by U. S. Dept. of Agriculture at Belts- 
ville, Maryland, and 3 deal with ratings. 


Some light should be given on the enormity of the task the Trial Garden has 
in fulfilling its obligations to those who submit material each season. Further 
memos have been kept to check the various man-hours required to grow these 
plants, tabulate their characteristics, and judge them and prepare the records for 
printing to apprise the industry, its members submitting varieties for trial and 
the public interested in gladiolus. Over 2500 man-hours were required. Plainly, it 
is an enormous task and the expense likely well beyond the means of any gladiolus 
society. The volunteer contribution of much time by various members of the 
Ohio State Gladiolus Society is deeply appreciated. 


Varieties from 59 hybridizers in the United States, Canada, Australia, New 
Zealand, Germany, Holland and England were rated for color value, exhibition 
and commercial value. 


In checking over the varieties submitted, certain colors predominate, indicating 
present trends in hybridization. There were 48 yellow, 45 lavender, 41 light pink 
but only 6 light violet, 4 deep violet, 2 smoky and 2 A.O.C. (any other color). The 
yellow group had in it the finest yellows ever displayed. They certainly spell doom 
for many of our present yellows. 


Of the 485 varieties tested, a total of 55 rated at least one A, 13 or more of 
them secured A or AA in both Exhibition and Commercial, 27 of them one A and 
one B, the remaining 15 secured one A and one C. Further, 31 rated BB, 54 Rated 
one B, the other a C or D, and the entire balance of 345 rated assorted Cs and Ds. 
The ratings of these 345 are not published but are supplied to the parties interested. 
They contain the names of many currently well publicized sorts. 


To a very limited extent, where it is known that unhealthy bulbs were supplied 
or the hybridizer feels that the performance was inconsistent due to condition on 
arrival of stocks supplied, a further test will be made if a new stock of sound bulbs 
is supplied. However if the rating appears based substantially on low color value, 
a further test would be close to hopeless. 


Gladiolus persist because they are beautiful. Since a variety with an unattrac- 
tive color is relatively worthless, regardless of how many other growing and exhibit- 
ing characteristics are good, the first fundamental in rating gladiolus is its color 
appeal. If it fails there, our advice is to abandon it, the sooner the better, and try 
again. Fortunately the color of a gladiolus is relatively stable, regardless of the 
geographical location where bloomed. The season was relatively cool, with plenty 
of soil moisture, included a hot spell and a wet, soggy, watersoaking spell, all of 
which gave wide opportunity to check for inclement weather damage to color and 
petal substance. 


Several of the foremost color judges in America live close by, all members 
of the Ohio Gladiolus Society which is currently foremost in influencing exhibition 
judges to give full measure of consideration of the scoring points awarded to color. 
With color relatively stable, though variably subject to damage by adverse weather, 
with competent judges, this Test Garden is able, on one year test in one location, 
to give relatively accurate color ratings. 


We recognize pitfalls in our endeavor to render commercial ratings from per- 
formance in one geographical location of only 6 large and 6 medium bulbs (and 25 
bulblets for test for disease resistance in Maryland). However again we are 
fortunate in having large acreage of gladiolus in this vicinity growing many of 
these varieties in all sizes in quantity both for cut flowers and for bulb production. 
Our observation of their performance adds to our total information.

AA—Superior; A—Excellent; B—Good; C—Fair 
and D—Poor. Based on all qualities entering into production of prize winning 
blooms and giving proper consideration to the proportion of good exhibition bloom 
obtainable from the quantity grown. 


8. Commercial use rating. Indicated AA to D as above. The best Commercial 
gladiolus, commonly, is the best Exhibition gladiolus which has also those charac- 
teristics enabling the commercial grower to maintain healthy stocks with easy 
propagation; one which blooms well from planting stock, has good placement and 
attachment, produces blooms at seasons wanted, has sufficient length and bud 
count, cuts, keeps, ships, and opens easily though cut in tight bud and above all 
has that high degree of color value which moves the variety easier and at better 
price than others offered in the same color classification having inferior 
color value. On occasion, attractive form of floret assists in this respect.

Omitted last year to make room for the Valleevue Test Garden report. Many 
customers voiced the hope that it would return to help them compare values 
available in the industry within a given size and color. No effort is made to limit 
the information to varieties offered for sale in this guide book. 


We have tabulated to size and color varieties tested by the Valleevue Test 
Garden in the last two years, listing first those given an A rating in 1949, followed 
by those which secured a B rating. No Cs or Ds. We include the color rating, 
of course. 


Next, in same sequence, we list those rated in 1950. These differ in that the 
ratings are here separated—the first capital letter being its Exhibition use rating 
and the second its Commercial use rating. If rated both years only the last rating 
is used. 

Since there are some other varieties, mostly older but well established standard 
varieties which have not been rated by the Valleevue Test Gardens, the quality of 
which warrant their inclusion for comparative study, we have added an additional 
listing below an open space of all we can think of that appear to qualify. No doubt 
we have missed a few. Our long experience with most of these varieties, in our 
opinion, enables us to give a fairly accurate rating. 

If you consider we should have included mention of some particular recent 
variety, kindly also remember that 103 varieties receiving Cs and Ds in 1949 and 
845 receiving Cs and Ds in 1950 have been automatically excluded.

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GROW SOME GLADIOLUS SEED 


This our twelfth year of selling seed from crosses using what we consider the 
highest quality recent introductions and like imports often before their release for 
sale. Nowhere in the world has there been available any such high pedigree listing 
of seeds of thoroughbreds even remotely comparable to our lists, though here and 
there a stray cataloger has tried it for a year or two. To do so takes thoroughbred 
varieties both of proven and “world beater” promise, hybridizing skill, time, patience 
and the luck of late season freedom from light as well as heavy frosts. Our first 
light frost has generally been around October 11th. 

All glad fans should try some gladiolus seed. Most advanced amateurs already 
do attempt some hybridizing with their newest varieties or most favored colors. 
Gladiolus seed broadcast or planted thickly in close rows, covered about %4 inch, kept 
on moist side and with at least partial shade, commonly produces bulbs % to % 
inches diameter the first crop. Most of these bloom the second year and selections 
may be made on color values, the bulb selected and its bulblets thereafter grown 
under number pending full performance from a large bulb. 

All modern varieties were so produced, either from field collected or hand 
hybridized seed. Our seed offerings are genuinely hand hybridized. Literally hundreds 
watched us hybridizing our glads at the peak of our blooming season. 

No two seeds, even from the same cross and pod, produce flowers just alike, 
though they are likely to favor parent characteristics. 

With about the most exclusive collection of “world beaters” to be found in the 
U. S., we have excellent opportunity to produce intriguing crosses, which in turn 
should rather consistently produce some seedlings above the average run of good 
standard varieties in each color class. They do for us. 

The only trouble is that we are as likely as not to part with some outstanding 
sorts worthy of introduction as a named variety. That may be your luck. If you grow 
such from our seed we should like first opportunity to introduce them for you. 

It might be advisable to let you know that it is the custom in the gladiolus indus- 
try that the person who grows and segregates the seedling bulb is given the credit 
of being the “originator” of the variety if it is named and introduced—not necessarily 
the person who made the actual cross. 

Permitting seed to set decimates bulblet production. Likely we sacrifice bulblets 
on rare new sorts to an extent that seed sales at these prices cannot remotely 
compensate us for this loss. Perhaps contribution to variety improvement will be 
our only compensation. 

Try your luck and skill in selection of parents. Depending on stocks available 
we will try to be very liberal. Seeds are 10 for 25c or 25 for 50c. 

How to order. The seed bearing parent is the first variety mentioned. Canadian 
and other foreign customers do not have to secure a permit to import seeds. Crosses 
are identified by number for your and our convenience. Order by number as “10 
seeds, of 1012 = 3 se Secon

Increased data in fore part of our 
Guide Book, together with more new 
varieties than usual, have all but wiped 
out the space usually devoted to cultural 
directions. So, this year we will retain 
only some pertinent highlights. 

Simple as can be. Inexpensive, too. 
Plant healthy, young bulbs of the large 
size of varieties currently winning first 
prizes in the major shows of the world. 
Soil prepared in the fall with heavy 
applications of well rotted cow manure 
and bone meal is excellent. Avoid horse 
manure in any season. Plant. in the sun- 
niest location possible. Preferably in a 
group planting by themselves. They can 
be at their best in rows among the 
vegetables. 


Plant large bulbs 5 inches. deep, 
medium bulbs 4, small bulbs 3 and bulb- 
lets 2. If soil is extremely sandy plant 
somewhat deeper. If very heavy, some- 
‘what less deep. For best bloom production 
set bulbs apart in row roughly about 4 
times their diameter. Sow bulblets thick- 
ly, like peas. Distance between rows as 
little as will permit of your particular 
method of cultivating, weeding, etc. 

If a heavy application of cow manure 
(3 to 6 inches deep) and course bone 
meal (25-30 lbs. to 500 sq. ft.) was ap- 
plied in the fall and the ground left 
rough, no more fertilizing need be done 
the following year or two. 

A plump bulb of 1% inches diameter 
has plenty food to start production of 
a show specimen spike. 

Above all we beg our readers not to 
put off inspecting the plants for thrips 
infestation until blooms appear. If they 
already have a good foothold at that 
time you may have a very discouraging 
task on your hands. 

We recommend preventive spraying, 
once every 10 days after plants are up 
6 or 8 inches until blooming. In any 
event, have your insecticide on hand to 
use if needed. 

The thrips problem is now satisfac- 
torily solved—a great blessing to all 
concerned. 

We are through with NAPTHALENE 
FLAKES for gassing bulbs in storage 

. through with TARTAR EMETIC 
and its necessary “sweets” accompani- 
ment for plant spray ... through with 
CORROSIVE SUBLIMATE (bichloride 
of mercury) bulb soaking as a prerequi- 
site to planting, using it only where a 
particular batch of bulbs show some 
definite signs of some disease to be cor- 
rected or where bulbs about to be planted 
show live thrips infestation and an :‘over- 
night kill of both thrips and eggs must 
be obtained. Or to control scab. 


For dusting bulbs in storage. The 
sooner the better after dug and roots 
relatively dry. If not dry in a week it 


is not nearly so important as getting the | 


bulbs dusted promptly to prevent thrips 
from crawling down the short stem to 
the crown of the bulb where dust may 
never penetrate. D. D. T. does not gas 
them like napthalene flakes. Use any 
D. D. T. dry dusting powder 1 to 3 
per cent strength is enough ... over 
5 per cent a sheer waste of money and 
increase of possible human hazard by 
inhalation. 


Where obtainable, if D.D.T. dusting 
powder contains rotenone (or pyrethum 
or tobacco dust), this is desirable to 
kill plant lice (D.D.T. does not) which 
carry virus infections from peas, beans, 
ete. 


If D.D.T. dust is 3% or more it is 
desirable to add equal weight of common 
sulphur dust, whether the dust is to be 
used on the bulbs or on the plants, to 
prevent fungus diseases. 


If you grow peas or beans, very 
desirable both for them and the glads 
that you dust them with this triple 
formula. 


If you use D. D. T. liquid spray, the 
wettable powder form is much safer 
(to you) than the liquid forms offered 
unless the label on the liquid clearly 
states that it carries no oil or oil emul- 
sion base. Use either the wettable 
powder or liquid spray at the formula 
rate suggested on the label. If several 
strengths are suggested for various 
kinds of plants or pests, adopt the 
strongest formula. 


A WORD TO THE WISE 


Disappointment can be minimized by 
leaving to the highly trained gladiolus 
specialist the experimentation and cash 
investment necessary to try out all the 
new offerings of the many hybridizers. 

We have no knowledge of the exist- 
ence of any other gladiolus catalog in 
the world that even closely approaches 
so exclusive a list of new material 
subjected to unbiased, competent testing 
and found to be of high over-all rating 
with the inferior new material carefully 
sereened out. 


» Also, it is well to leave to the federal, 
state and university entomologists, path- 
ologists and to gladiolus specialists 
cooperating with them, the determina- 
tion of best usages for the control of 
insect pests and bulb and plant diseases. 
Iixperimentation by others with poisons, 
poisonous gases and with insecticides, 
the component parts of which are not 
understood by the user, and with un- 
approved methods of fertilization, usu- 
ally leads to trouble.
